Havana. Jane 24.—At Below Collan, in 


Matanza* Province, tbe insurgents re- 
leased twenty-three prisoners from jail 
last wesk, five of whom bad been held 
without -charges, at far as they knew, for 
three years. After^gettlng these m«n and 
women out the insurgents ware about to 
burn tbe jail, a small stone struct me, 
when tbe prisoners begged them not to 
until they bad searched tbe place, as they 
felt sure, that mote prisoners were still In 
it. The Cnbans began tearing down tbe 
jail, but not until the building was In 
ruins did they discover a secret dungeon 
underneath. There, In a small cell, hard- 
ly large enough for them to torn about in 
were four men. In a second cell were 
three women. 


The women were almost Insane, and it 


was some time before they could tell their 
stories. One had been a belle of the city, 
and had been Imprisoned because she re- 
sisted tbe advances of the colonel com- 
manding the troops there. The ottfertwo 
were confined for having relatives in tbe 
Cuban army, but the reason for imprison- 
ing them in tbls horrible bole was not as- 
certained.* They were fed only once a 
day, and, as no light entered tbe place, 
their existence was almost intolerable. 
They bad been in there six months, bnt 
all seemed mere wrecks when taken out, 
and could not bear tbe sunlight. Tbe 
men were not'ln any better condition and 
two of them have since died. 


At Brana, west of Havana, Insurgents 


made a raid Sunday nlgbt, capturing 
thirty four men on garrison duty. They 
were stripped of their clothing and sent 
back to Havana absolutely nude. They 
were Intercepted at the outposts and taken 
to the barracks, as tbe officials are very 
careful to make tbe Havana residents be- 
lieve in tbe fiction that tbe insurgents do 
not dare to come near the captlal.

New 
York city otf" that day saw a greater 
display of "Old Glory" than ever be- 
fore. Ordinarily New York Is not so 
patriotic as some other of the large cit 
lea of the United States. 4Jn fact, flag- 
makers say the greater -demand! for 
flags is from the we*. -rn eft K-S. Uut on 
Flag day -the New York dealers were 
swamped with orders, and.the demand 
could not be supplied. In Chicago 
there were not enough flags to go 
around; a million more banners could 
have been used if it had been possible to 
buy them. In every otherlargeicity the 
clock of the1 dealers was cleaned out 
long before the day, and presses were 
working over time turning out flags up 
to the lost minute. 


It is estimated that half a million dol- 


lars* worth of flags were displayed on 
that occasion—an amount equal to the 
normal business of an entire year. 


The conditions were extraordinary, 


however. Usually a big demand: for

The demand for decorations for Grant 
lay in New York was anticipated.

A supply of 
dags for the Christian Endeavor con- 
vention in San Francisco was made and 
shipped long ago. As for the Fourth, 
of July trade, that keeps the presses 
going from early in January until a

Most of these, flags are made in New 


York. One concern there is suid to con- 
trol four-fifths of the businefui of: the 
country; biit if it had any disposition 
to create a monopoly it could not do so, 
because every awning-maker in the 
United States is a flagmaker. 


All the flags'for the navy, and many 


of those for the army, -are made in the 
army and nary establishments. 


The cheapest flag you can buy is the 


muslin flag, two by three inches, at 
14 cents a gross. ' The most expensive 
article in the regular store stock is a 
hand-made silk flag-for $100; the largest 
is 40 feet long. Silk flags can be bought 
for 30 cents a dozen, and you can have a 
silk flag made at a cost of $1,000 if you 
like. A great many flags costing $150 
and $200 are ma'de every year, and an oi- 
der for an $300 flag would not be con- 
sidered remarkable,' Y-et the demand 
is for the cheaper flags, and the bulk of 
the business is in the printed, muslin 
kind. The 'money represented in, the, 
flags of silk,and bunting; however, is 
greater annually than the amount spent 
In the cheaper flagB.- 


The muslin flags, and the cheap silk 


flags ate printed on fast,presses, like a 
newspaper. A web of musliri or silk' 
is fed into the press, and It comes out 
after the one operation printed in two' 
colors1 on both sides. The muslin is in 
oil colors which will not run; but silk 
flags are not in fast colors, and they 
should never be exposed to the rain 
Oil colors on silk would run in printing, 
and they would coke and grow hard 
afterward. 
The problem of printing 


silk in fast colors has been puzzling the 
flagmakers for many years. They ex- 
pect to .solve it soon; and if they dp, 
more, silk .flags will be tseen in out-of- 
doors display. 


The printed tveb is cut up into indi- 


vidual flags under" a big- knife operated 
by steam power which goes through 
several hundred thicknesses of cloth at 
once. The little sticks on which the 
flags are to be mounted are made up in 
the country and are shipped to tUe city 
by the car load. Sometimes the web 
IR'shipped uncut to be'used in draping 
buildings and halls. 
^.'The better class of silk flags and the 
flags of bunting are not printed, but 
sewed. There arejpnly two_concerns_in 


the. country which moke-bunting for 
flags. They make ft i» many colors, 
but the red, white-and blue ic the chief 
product.

The bunting is cut into strips undcc 


the power knives, and the white atari 


are cut out of many thicknesses of cloth 
at one stroke by steel dies. The* strips 
are then sewed together, and the stars 
sewed on the square blue field. Twenty- 
five years ago the white stars-were In; 
laid, and some makers made flags in 
that way until a years ago. 
The ar- 


rangement of stars on the flag is made 
by; tif<: government and officially pro- 
mula-ated. It is followed exactly Ih.the 
making of the better class flags, and 
until two years ago it was followed too 
in the making of printed flags. Just 
before the admission of Utah, the outs 
of wood'au4W)rasB from which the flags 
are 'printed were destroyed and new 
cuts were made, This entailed a con- 
siderable outlay; and believing that it 
would be only a short time before the 
other territories were admitted, the 
flag makers put in the new design, 48 
stars. Curiously enough,, therefore, the 
printed flags display«<3 all over the 
country on the Fourth of July this year 
wijl be incorrect; but it ?s doubtful 
whether anyone w'ho does not read this 
article will stop to count the number of 
stars, on a 
flag.

The expense of changing the design of 


flags when a uew state is admitted, how- 
ever, is 'always, balanced by the in- 
creased business which comes, to the 
flag-makers, because the owners of flags 
want them to conform to the regula- 
tions and many large flags are sent in to 
be altered and many others are de- 
stroyed when the new star is added.

THE RUSSIAN CENSUS. 


It is a common error that military 


tactics are quite different from what 
jt^v were in ancient times. A brief 


?lanc« at history mil, however^ show 
That, the principles upon which troops 


trained and fight have not been 


changed, but merely modified and de- 
veloped to suit improved arms. A stndy 


Of military subjects at the present time 
tannot but prove interesting.to all citi. 
iens, and, as a distinguished military 
writer remarks, a perfect knowledge ot 
the principles of the art of war and ol 
their correct application in theory may 
easily be acquired Jby any person ,ol 
avenge intellect, although, of course, 
Ibeir correct application in practice be- 
ton ire to a grea^ commander alone. 
, 


The Greek phalanx, rendered steady 


and firm by discipline, overcame thenn- 
Disciplined Persian warriors, and wa» 
in turn beaten by the Boman legion, 
rendered more mobile than the phalanx 
bj constant training. After the Cartha- 
renian wars the Romans, learning by 
Ixpenence, formed strong reserves >ol 
horse and foot, which were brought into 
action at the decisive moment of the 
battle. Another point to be noted iq 
connection with the legion is that it 
w cd much of its success to the employ- 
ment of a greater number of missile 
weapons than its opponente, and tb.tw 
earlj we have the leaaoa taught of the 
neces'nty of obtaining what tacticians 
tall "fire superiority." 


The victories o* the .English army in 


the days of the Plantagecete were also. 
gained by similar tactics, for *Jueyf con- 
sisted in discharging large flights of ar- 
row s upon the enemy as he advanced to 
the attack, and then, when he was 
thrown into confusion by their flre, as- 
suming the offensive and charging 
down the flank with large bodies pf 
horsemen, which were always posted on 
the wings ready for that purpose. 


\fter the introduction of firearms the 


Orst general to benefit largely by the 
change was Gustevus Adolphus. The 
success of this great commander was 
due to his clear perception of the lac* 
that mobility must depend on discipline 
and the great advances, hia troops made 
in development of fire." It was also to 
(he understandmg-of Ihese points by 
Frederick the Great and the energetic 
manner in which he used his knowl- 
edge m the training of his .forces that 
Prussia owed the rapid transformation 
jf her army into the most formidable 
torce in Europe 
, 


Frederick's tactics. Which were the 


basis of what are termed "linear tac- 
tics," consisted in forming his troops 
Into two lines (the cavalry being- on 
the wings, the infantry in the center 
a.nd the artillery, usually in heavy bat- 
teries, on the front) and, when once 
the troops were engaged, in rap|d fir- 
ing and repeated bayonet charges:* 
There were no skirmishers, for the line 
jnce formed was launched at the enemy 
and sought to overpower him as rapidly 
us possible 


The skirmishing tactics of Napoleon s 


irmj have been extolled for a whole 
•tntury and have been made the basis 
ai regulations innumerable; yet it was 
through force of circumstances rather 
than from choice that these tactics were 
pursued The French army at the close 
of tne last century, composed of the 
lei i es of the revolution, was not capable 
of fighting in line, and as there was no 
time to train it to the state of perfec- 
tion required by that system it was 
found that the best way for it to fight 
B as, in chimps, the braver spirits being 
pushed forward in extended order. 
With the unlimited numbers of men at 
the command of Nspoleon, this method; 
proved successful against the pencer 
trained armies of the continent, but It 
broke down before the well-trained line 
of England. 


During the present century great ad- 


vances have been made in the improve- 
ment of firearms. The rifle took the 
place of the smooth-bore, the breech- 
loader was substituted for th« muzzle- 
loader, and now the magazine rifle toa» 
been universally! adopted by civiUzed- 
powers. Side by side with tfaeimprove- 
ments made in firearms, artillery has 
advanced step by •step, until by its 
mobility, rapidity of ftreand the deadly 
effect of itsi •shrapnel shell'field artfl-i 
lery has become one o* the most potent 
and terrible factors of the modern 
army 


tt hat the battle of tte future will be 


when highly trained and. numerous 
armj corps pour the concentrated fire 
of shrapnel and musketry, propelled by' 
smokeless powder, one upoft another^ 
cannot even be imagined, much tess.de' 
scribed 
Of this, however, we may be 


assured, that that army which makes 
' discipline" the basis of its organiia- 
tion ind tactics will prevail In the fu- 
ture as in the past.—Pall Mall Gazitte. 
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Citie* Sluvnrn by the Enumeration. 
Russia is one of the few countries of 


Europe in which statements of the pop- 
ulation are based not upon official 
enumeration, but upon estimates some- 
times inaccurate. While, therefore, the 
population of a city, province, or dis- 
trict of Russia has been known in a gen- 
eral way, an exact and detailed record 
of the number of inhabitants at any 
given time,' such as is kept in London, 
Paris' and New York, has been lacking. 
Recently, there has been taken a census 
>f the population, of the large cities of 
Russia and the Novoe Veremya of MOB* 
cow gives details of the. preliminary 
eoupt, 


Fifteen years ago the population of 


Russian cities was returned aa follows: 
gt. Petersburg, 845,000; Moscow, 75S,- 
BOOj Warsaw, 430,000; Odessa, 240,000; 
Riga, 170,000, and Kharhoff, 165,000. 
Fhese were the six cities in Russia hav- 
ing more than 150,000 population, each, 
according *o the estimates made at that 
time,, By the census just completedr-r. 
the, first j/egujar census^teken Jn Bup-, 
ria-r-it Js seen, that St. Petersburg baa 
j» population, of 1,250,000, or very littfe 
less than the city of Vienna, and more 
than Tokio, Japan; This put St. Peters- 
burg seventh in the list of cities of the 
worW.jBondon being-first, the enlarged 
New York second, Paris third, Berlin 
fourth, ^Cantpntflfth, and Vienna sixth* 
The naxtJarge^BJurQpejui qttjr afterSt, 
Petersburg Is Con(M^ut4nople, ^joopu- 
tetlpn of, which, has always^beeii somer 
what conjectured, lor a detailed 
enumeration of its* Inhabitants has 
never been mode, and, moreover, the 
number of transients in Constantino- 
ple is at all times considerable. The 
second largest cfty ot Russia is Mos- 
cow, the population of which was re- 
turned by the recent census «ts within 
a small fraction, of the!miUlon mark*— 
997,037. Moscow is a much older city 
than St. Petersb>?rg, and it was for 
many years the chief city of Russia, 
but that distinbtion belongs to ft no 
longer^, though, as may_be seel), the 
population of the old Russian capital' 
Is largely on the increase 
The third 


largest city in Russia is Warsaw, with 
a population ot 550,000, end Odessa is 
fourth with a population of SSO.OOfo 
Two Russian cities which hove in- 
creases jrery largely are Kiev and I<odz 
in Poland. Fifteen years ago the pop- 
ulation of Kiev was 120,000, but it is now 
200,000. Fifteen years ago the popula- 
tion of Lodz was 110,000; it is now 150,- 
600. 
Nineteen Eussian cities nre re- 


turned as having upward of 100,000 in- 
habitants each. Thirty-five cities in • 
the empire have more thau 6Q,000 pop- 
ulation. 
Samarkand and Kokand oc- 


cupy higher places in £he list than such 
ancient and important centers as Tyer, 
Kursk and Poltava." 


The complete results of the Russian 


census will be made known by the end 
of August. The marked growth in the 
population of Russian cities is ascriba- 
ble in considerable measure to the in- 
sreased development of Russian rail- 
roads and to the improved methods of 
sommunication throughout the empire. 
The total population of Russia, urban 
and rural, with colonies included, >is fan 
in excess of 100,000,000, and the rate of 
increase is rapid.—N. Y Sun.

LIFE IN A CONVICT COLONY. 
New Caleflonii. a BellgUtfol Place 1» 


Which to PBM ImprUonmej**. 


"The island of New Caledonia, where 1 


have lived for the past ten years, is a 
French penal colony," said C. G Free- 
man, 
an English tfentfeman. "I went' 


there for iny healtUj ejcpecting to stay 
only a short time, but went into the 
business of raising coffee, for which 
that country is well adapted, and final- 
ly concluded to stay permanently. New 
Caledonia is 1,200 miles east of Aus- 
tralia, and, although within the tropics, 
has a delightful climate for ten months 
in. the year. During January and Feb- 
ruary the weathepto so excessively hot 
that one cannot live in comfort. It i» 
40 miles wide by 400 long. 


"There are between 5,000 and 6,000 


convicts on the island, and perhaps on 
equal number of ticket of leave men— 
that is, mte -who have served out theit 
terras of imprisonment, but who are 
forbidden to leave, and hare to report 
to the authori«es,*wicef.a y«»r. They 
are a nu8erable» spiritless-lot, these 
ticket of leave fellows, who work lust 
enough to keep from starvation, and 
whose highest ambition is to get money 
enough for » deb'auch. Th* convicts 
aw* treated.-very humanely by ' the 
French -officiate,, ana-.!' doubt if there is 
a penal settlement in the world where 
the men bavpi*h* samft,cai* and consid- 
eration shown them, 


"The coffee plantations are worked 


largely by negroes, who come from the 
Itov Hebrides under contract to stay 
two pr three years, the local labor being 
verv'-unrehable. The pay of the laborers 
is two dollars-pet month and rations, 
nee being the principal article of food. 
This cheapness of labor is the explana- 
tion of the profit in cultivating coffee. 
If we had to pay the wages current in 
the United States there would be no 
money m its production. We export to 
France antfare 'allowed a rebate of one- 
half of the entry duties, whitsh in a con- 
siderable bonus. 
"There-are, a few-Englishmen in New 


Caledonia, but no Americans, I believe, 
outeide of the consul. The French are 
very jealous of foreigners and dis 
courage all outsiders from coming
